It appears from the comments I got...that the AR88 is VERY RARE down in the 
USA.

To Ray and other filamentarians... 


In several years of shipping/rcvg electronic equip on a daily basis, I 
have found the following to be true: 


a) The -best- low-cost packing material is the bubble-wrap with the big 
1" bubbles. Three wraps in one direction and tape, a wrap or two in the 
other direction and tape, in the box it goes. Extremely easy to use, as 
you just tear/cut it off a ROLL as you need it. You can buy rolls of it 


12" 18" or 24" wide from U-Line..... oh damn, I had the number here just a 
little while ago... I use the 18" stuff. One $50 roll lasts a long 
time. 

b) Peanuts -stink- ! Most heavy items will sift right down through the 


peanuts and sit on the hard bottom of the box. If you -must- use 
peanuts, put a few inch block of foam on each side to keep the unit from 
shifting within the box. Also, be kind to the recipient and put the unit 
in a plastic bag -before- packing in peanuts. I hate picking the damn 
things out of the equipment!

Like a lot of other collector's items, Collins radios have gone up in price. 
Some, like the 75A-4, are selling in dollar terms for more than they cost -- 
in the case of the A-4, about $600 plus some extra for the vernier knob 


and filters. In terms of inflation-adjusted cost, however, the 75A-4 is still 
far cheaper than its 1958 price in real dollars, which would be several 
thousand dollars today. And anyone who knows the radio is aware that 

it would cost a few thousand dollars to duplicate it today, if you wanted 

to do that. 


This debate is a lot like talking about the price of a Packard V-12. Any 
number of new cars, costing a small fraction of the collector's price, will 
outperform the Packard. But that doesn't change its value for the 
collector, nor does it reduce the sheer pleasure of driving that beast 
(which, sadly, I have never had). 


One interesting point, however, is this: the 75A-4 (unlike the Packard 

and many other collectibles) can still be used on a daily basis, and still 
performs up with the best of contemporary equipment. In the minds of 

some people, like me, it is better than most -- if not all -- modern receivers 
and transceivers in many ways. 


As with everything in a free society, you pays your money and makes 

your choice. $500 today for a good A-4 is a very good deal indeed: I'll 
make an open offer to anyone to buy one at that price, even though I 

already own (and have owned for 25 years) the same radio. $1000 is 

not out of line for a really good condition, fully loaded radio. Some of the 
accessories, like the filters, are very rare, and a price of $150 per is not 
out of line. And I would pay $250 on the spot for the noise blanker 

(anyone offering?). Personally, I wouldn't pay $1,000 or more for an A-4 
today, but that's just my choice. 


There's no reason to be angry with those who want to pay more, or 

critical of their judgments. The world -- including the ham radio world -- 
is made up of lots of different people. I'm disappointed that I can't buy a 
KW-1 for $2,500, but I'm certainly not angry with the collector who pays 
$15,000 or $20,000. Let him just use it in good health and give the rest 
of us mere mortals the chance to hear its beautiful signal. 


And, of course, when someone asks too much for a radio, we all have 
the best answer. Don't buy!

Talkin’ ‘bout Collins prices always degenerates into complainin' ‘bout 
Collins prices, and that's pretty damn boring unless you're drunk. But 
it reminds me of a fella said something smart anent pickin' out a woman 
to marry, when we were both puzzlin' out why some folks seem to make the 
craziest choices that way. He said (well into a jug o' Jack), "It's a 
lot like religion I guess; it don't have to be sensible, but it better 
ought to be satisfyin'." 


Buying radios is like that too, and the only time the money really 
matters is when you don't have enough; far worse is not finding the 
special something to spend it on. That _really_ sucks. 


Now to something _important_: 6EJ7s. A good thing about contest weekends 
is that it gives non-contestors a chance to check the QRM-resistance of 
their favorite receivers. I wasn't real surprised that my Sherwood'ed 
R-4C did about the best of anything I have here. I was mildly surprised 
at just how _much_ better it was than my Stock R-4C. So I ended up 
fiddling a lot with the stock receiver, tweaking and measuring and 

even buying a nice old Opto 8513 counter to align the oscillators, 

and all. 


And I came across an interesting thing. Late R-4Cs use 6EJ7s as mixers. 
There were 2 Sylvania and 1 GE 6EJ7 installed. Both the Sylvania 
bottles worked OK in the 3rd mixer position. The GE would warm up and 
start making weird scratchy noises when used in that position, but 
worked (and is still working) in either of the other 2 positions. 


Now, the 3rd mixer is subjected to an unusual about of heat from the 
power transformer 0.5" away, which gets right toasty (I'm about ready 
to stick a CPU cooler on the core...) Sartori and others have gone to 
great lengths to re-engineer the 3rd mixer circuit to minimize noise 
(eliminating ground loops, reverting to cathode injection, adding 

BFO traps, re-terminating the LO...) so there is certainly room to 
speculate that the circuit itself may be part of the problem, but 

I thought it was interesting that the GE tube was more prone to 
misbehaviour here. 


What, I ask, goes wrong with a tube that makes it act this way? Is 
it just a little gassy (no telltale glow, and no problems in the other 
positions) and needs the extra heat to get frisky?

I'm trying to put together a directory of all Hallicrafters FPM-200 
owners, and woujld appreciate your letting me know if you own one, or know 
of somebody who does. I believe there are probably not more than a couple 
of dozen in existence. 


For those of you who may not be familiar with the rig, the FPM-200 is 
perhaps the rarest and most unusual ham transceiver ever built. Built in 
1959, it is no relation to the FPM-300, which followed it fifteen years 
later. The FPM-200 was all solid state (germanium bipolar transistors), 
except for the finals (6146s) and driver, covered 80m-10m with 100 watts of 
ssb,am and cw, had twin PTOs with linear 1KHz readout, no tuning, used 
glass-epoxy circuit boards and mil-spec construction, switching power 
supply, and was smaller than a typical speaker cabinet. It sold for about 
$2600 in 1959 dollars -- about the same price as a brand new KWS-1 and 
75A-4. Technologically, the FPM-200 was at least a decade ahead of its 
time. The rig was marketed heavily in 1960 but never really made it to full 
production. My best guess is that about 25 were made, but nobody seems to 
know for sure.

Well, I've done some more poking around in the SP-600 JX-26 looking for the 


source of the 36V source of voltage on the frame. 


The resistors I spoke of that are in the location of the supposed bypass 
caps on the power lines are apparently R72 and R73, part of the send/rec 
switching system. 


I have two photos from different books, each showing AC byspass caps 
in different locations. My rig has neither. I've traced out the 
transformer primary connections and found no caps, yet I still have 
44 V to frame on one line and 36 V (AC) to frame on the other line. 


Also, when I ground the frame to ground the stray voltage, the signal 
acquired by a 8" piece of wire stuffed into the SO-239 drops about 10-20 
dB. 


I can always ground the set to rid it of the stray voltage. Is the real problem 
here in the ant circuit? Why the signal drop when I ground the frame? 


Was the SO-239 installed incorrectly? 


In any case, when I plug in the three wire plug, the frame will be grounded, 
and I'm afraid that unless I find the source of this gremlin, the signal 
will suffer. 


Any ideas on the source of the stray AC voltage? Is there another device in 
the set that could be doing this instead of AC line bypass caps?

I picked this radio up at Belton from Ron Follmar. I was actually 
looking at S38E's but the 2 I saw were a lot more than this radio and 
a lot rattier looking. 


I am really sold on this radio! It looks to be late 1960's vintage. 
I like the following things about it: 


It uses a transformer for everything. It is an AA5 set, but the HV 
and the filaments all run from the transformer. 


They must have had feedback problems on the top band, so they mount 
the oscillator coil below the chassis and the input coil above the 


chassis. 
It has a really nice feel to the bandspread. 


There is not much image frequency leakage even though it has a 455 KC 
IF. 


I got this radio in only partly working condition. The BC band didn't 
work and the dial was off on the 1.6 to 4 MC band. Many thanks to Al 
and others on the broken slug thread of last month. I discovered the 
dial accuracy was off because the slug in the oscillator coil is 
fractured. I managed to break the coil loose and break a wire before 
I discovered the cracked slug. Thankfully there was enough slack to 
strip and reattach the wire that broke. I'm guessing that was the 
fate of the original BC band coil as well. The replacement is a 
universal replacement type that is an ugly fix at best. The BC band 
started working when I realized that the pin out on the new coil was 
backwards from the other coils. 


You just never know when unrelated stuff at the moment will come in 
handy later!

Got the R388 panel back on yesterday....cleaned up the knobs, etc. It 
looked great. Then I got a e-mail note from a kindly BA'er inquiring 
about the PTO and end-to-end spread as the R388's were going bad in 
this area. So, I decided to check. It was over 6 kc off end-to-end! 
What to do?....well, I'd been successful at adjusting the PTO on my 
75A4 so this one couldn't be all that bad. So, I dived in. Removed 
V001 from its socket in the PTO to give a little physical room, then, 
using a small 3/8 box wrench, removed the plug covering the adjustment. 
This required a little deft manuvering but was not too bad. Then, 

I placed a small mirror in the space between the empty tube socket 

and the panel supporting the PTO at the front. Now, I could see the 
adjustment which appeared to be a small threaded brass shaft with a 
screwdriver slot in it. To condense the story a little here, I spent 
about 3 hours manufacturing tools and working to turn this little 
beast. It apparently had a drop of goo to keep it from turning. 

I finally cut the end off of an otherwise perfectly good screwdriver, 
soldered a nut on to it, and used this as a tool to free the shaft.... 
once the seal or whatever was broken it turned easily. The final 
adjustment tools were screwdrivers made from two small allen wrenches. 
In the end, I got it adjusted to an end-to-end misalignement of 

only about .2 kc. with some 100 kc mid points being off as much 

as .3 or .4 kc.

R390A Capehart serial # 1050 280ct96 
Subject: Repair of R390A Radio 


History of work performed: 


1. Checked all tubes: 

a. The 6AK6 V604 line AF output tube was missing. Replacement 
caused an interaction between both the line AF and local AF controls 
allowing both controls to adjust the audio out. (It seems that this tube 
was probably removed because of the interaction problem and then the 
extra wires were added to connect the line level meter to the local 
output terminals TB102 pins 6 & 7.) 

b. Also replaced the 6AK6 V603 local AF output. Tube gain was low. 


2. Removed the added wires between TB102 pins 6 & 7 connected to the 
line level meter M101. 


3. Replaced R521 2.2K ohm (shorted) on 2nd IF Amp, plate decoupling 
network. 


4. Replaced a 3 resistor combination substituted for resistor R548 with 
original value 27 ohm 5% used for the cathode resistor on the AGC time 
constant and carrier-level meter circuit. (This was probably added to 
allow more movement for the none original meters that were installed.) 


5. Removed metal dowel 1/8" X 6" from the RF subchassis. This limited 
the travel of several slug tuning rails causing tuning problems on 
several bands. (Best guess is that this was used for cleaning or 
troubleshooting the receiver at one time and was accidentally left in 
the receiver.) 


6. Added a capacitor for C603B which was open. This is the hum filter 
capacitor for the first AF Amp V601A. This capacitor caused the AF B+ 
line to float with the audio signal and caused the interaction with the 
local and line controls on the output signal. This is a plugin capacitor 
and should be replaced with a similar unit. A temporary capacitor was 
added under the AF subchassis and soldered to the C603B socket. 

Pyramid Capacitor CE53C300N 30/30/30 at 300 volts dated 11-60 


(This corrected the problem that caused the line AF output tube to be 
removed. ) 


7. Replaced resistor R547 220K ohm, value was out of tolerance. This 
is part of the AGC delay voltage divider. (This probably has little 
affect on the overall performance of the radio, it was discovered while 
checking for an AGC problem.) 


8. Installed insulating material on the top of the mechanical filter 
assembly (style of IF subchassis is 363-Phila-54 S/N > 600 and higher 
order number). The tops of the adjustable capacitors C568 - C571 were 
shorting to the the top of the cover and grounding the AGC voltage for 
the grid on V502 second IF Amp. Symptoms of this problem was a 
distorted audio signal on strong signals. Overall AGC was between 0 and 
-6 VDC on TB102 pin 3 and AGC was present on test points E208, E209, and 
E210. Check circuit components of V506, V508, V509A and no problems 
were found. Problem was located by checking for AGC action on the grids 
of V501, V502, and V503. No AGC voltage was present on the grid of V502 
and in tracing the suspected wiring, the cover to the mechanical filters 
was removed and the problem disappeared. 


9. Aligned the second variable IF, crystal-oscillator subchassis 
trimmer, RF coils, calibrated oscillator adjustment, variable frequency 
oscillator end-point, and carrier-level adjustment. Did not align the 
fixed IF because the 363-Phila-54 S/N > 600 and higher orders have 1501, 
T502, and T1503 stagger-tuned to increase bandwidth. Alignment is 
recommended only when transformers are replaced. 


Notes: 


1. The zero adjustment has missing components and a collar was added on 
the shaft behind the knob to allow this control to function. Normally 
this is adjusted for 1/8-turn free play; however, this procedure could 
not be performed. 


2. In looking for the AGC problem the covers for T1501 and T503 were 
removed. The resistors R511, R512, R553, and R554 had been cut and 
destroyed. This probably changes the bandspread of the IF Amps. 


3. There is some instability within the VFO subchassis at certain 
points on the kilocycle band tuning knob when trying to zero beat an 
exact frequency. It is only noticeable at a few locations throughout 
the travel of this control.

Orange Plastic Nameplate (AR88), that fits into the righthand side of the 
main window glass. (Mine has been removed and replaced with a Hammarlund S 


Meter. ) 


My main tuning knob had a chip out of it...but my BA Buddy, Dave Campbell 


here in London, took it home with him today...says he can repair it and make 
it look like new. So...I took him up on that...he's real good to me, helps 
me out a lot and does A-1 work. I'm still grateful to him for the complete 
restoration he did on my SP-600....he even replaced all the caps in the Main 
Turret! ! 


So...i£ anyone out there in BA land can help me with the missing parts I 
need....I'd be a real happy camper. These guys are not real hard to find up 
here in Canada...so I know that eventually I'll find a junker that will have 
the parts I need, but maybe someone has a parts set just laying 
there....waiting to save the life of an almost complete unit like mine. 


By the way...I understand that the AR-88 was not imported into the 
States when they were made. I've heard on occaision that they are very hard 
to find in the USA. Just how rare are they down there??? Do you guys ever 
run into them at the local hamfests??

You might look around for someone who collects and restores pinball 
machines, and does playfield restoration. That's the wooden panel 
that the ball rolls on, with all the neat painting and letters and 
numbers and imaginative artwork. After a few years the balls wear 
the paint down to the bare wood. There are some guys who are 

really good at touching up the lost artwork. I've done a little 

of it, with mixed results. Yes, pinball artwork is silkscreened too, 
but the restoration is done by hand. 


One difference is that pionball artwork is expected to be clear-coated 


with a very tough overcoat, whereas that would look wrong on a radio 
panel. So whatever sort of paint you use, with one-haired brush 

and steady hand, it should be something that dries hard and tough 

to resist further finger wear -- Platonic relationships with BAs 

are very frustrating :-) Touch me, feel me, hear me is the 

cry of a good BA!

Hiya folks, pleased as can be to finally get back to using some of the 
old radios, specifically the SP-600-JX-17 that I just finished 
refinishing... Tonight's competition pits the SP-600-JX-17 versus the 
solid state (boo-hiss!!!) Racal RA6790/GM... 


As some of you know, I enjoy chasing numbers stations... Tonight's test 
signal is what is known as a CIA counting station, with a YL speaking in 
Spanish with the following header: 123 45 67890 and message 
addressed to 629... On 5.401 MHx, with and okay signal, I'd rate it 
SI0=343, SP-600 indicated 1 microvolt, FWIW... The setup: 10 foot 
horizontal longwire fed into the shack with co-ax, into a Wiltek Antenna 
Multicouper, fed with coax to the Racal and the SP-600. SP-600 output 


fed to speaker, Racal output to RadShack DSP. (Okay, this isn't fair, I 
know, but I need more speakers) 


Sensitivity: Well, this was a dead heat. Less noise on the Racal 
in USB mode with the DSP, but without all the "cheater" options the 
SP-600 wins. 


Selectivity: Well, the 5.4 MHz section of the band wasn't too crowded 
tonight, but the Racal had a bit of a het from something or other, which 
the SP-600 didn't have. Much more flexibility and much better fidelity 
with the SP-600's settings than with the Racal's mech filters. 


Audio: Hah, need I say anything here? SP-600 all the way. You just 
cannot beat 6V6 output with some cheesy LM317 IC feeding an okay 
RadShack DSP. 


Overall: I like the SP-600 better. It just sounds better! Maybe if I 
had a real speaker on the Racal it might do better, I gotta try that. 
Next time I do one of these comparison tests, I'm aiming for equal 
speakers...
